I,  on  behalf  of  the  ±*rny  Authorities,  wish  to  express  our 
thanks  for  tho  telegram  of  gratitude  and  encouragement,  which  the 
President  of  the  House  of  Poer3;  representing  his  House,  sent  to 
tho  Kwantung  **rny  the  other  day,  by  way  of  congratulation  on  its 
suppression  of  Jehol  Province.  The  main  forco  of  bandits  was 
almost  moppod  up  and  Tohol  Province  has  been  cleared  of  them  as 
far  as  its  former  border-line  of  the  Great  wall,  so  that  wo  are 
now  almost  in  a  pcci-M.cn  to  formulate  our  general  plan*  for 
/  future  maintenance  of  public  order  there.  I  wish  to  take  this

opportunity  of  informing  you  of  tho  outline  of  tho  subjugation 
and  the  couvso  of  operations  mdo  sinoe  last  autumn. 

*•*  you  cro  doubtlessly  aware,  Japan,  with  the  unanimity  of  the  .  c.i 
whole  r.ac'.on,  recognized  tho  independence  of  Uanchoukuo  soon  aftor  ■> 
the  631*1  session  of  tho  Diet.  The  Japan-JJanchoukuo  Protocol  was

signod  botweon  the  two  countries  and  consequently  the  nature  of  the 
Kwantung  i»rny's  responsibility  has  boon  groatly  changed  and  needless 
to  sey,  tho  duties  of  co-operation  in  defense  and  the  maintenance  of  , 
publio  ordor  hove  been  additionally  imposed  on  tho  Lrny  in  conformity  1 
with  tho  Jo  p  an-h*anchoukuo  Protocol.

Accordingly  tho  Kwantung  *rmy  has  devotod  its  every  possible 
effort  to  the  restoration  of  public  order  in  north  Manchuria  and 
though  winter  had  then  sot  in,  it  resolutely  carried  out  its  ope¬ 
rations  of  subjugation  without  a  rest  and  with  a  small  number  of 

foroos,  making  nothing  of  the  severe  cold.  The  first  subduod

ldu  Ping-San's  ^rmy  and  reached  tho  bank  of  the  Hoilung  kiang  .River 
in  the  north.  In  the  west  it  subduod  Su  Ping-wen;  and  going  over 
tho  groat  Khingan  Mts.  at  a  strotaa,  it  subjugated  the  whole  region 
of  Holumbair.  And  then  after  a  long  pursiut  of  the  enemy,  it  ad- 
vanood  as  far  as  Manchuli,  whore  it  roscuod  tho  Japanese  under  con¬ 
finement. 

In  tho  east  the  /*rny  c  hosed  Ting  Chap  Li  Tu  and  Jang  Te-lin  as 
far  as  the  border  of  U.S.S.R,  and  swept  them  from  the  area.  The 
triangular  area  of  the  southern  Liaotung  district  thus  came  to  be 
almost  under  control  now,  and  in  December  tho  Kwantung  ^rny  with¬ 
drew  its  forces  for  the  time  being  and  endeavoured  to  center  its 
offort  ooJ.jly  upon  the  maintenance  of  publio  order  in  Jehol  Province. 
Soaring  tho  horrors  of  hostilities  might  extend  to  the  innocent 
inhabitants,  the  *»rmy,  in  the  expectation  that  Tang  Yu-lin  v/ould 
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swoar  allogicnco  to  it,  tried  sovorcl  times  to  bring  about  a 
r^liviccl  settlement  with  him*  However,  although  Tang-Yu-lin  had 
o:ico  ohov/od  hie  vassul-iiko  submission  to  tho  executive  of  llanchoukuo. 

Ho  did  not  make  hi3  position  clear  toward  us  under  pressure  fran 
Chung  Hsuoh-liang  and  the  Nanking  Government,  Moroovor,  he  gradually 
alio. tod  a  number  cf  bandits  and  the  regular  arty  of  Chang  Hsuoh-liar^ 
to  make  their  intrusion  into  the  Province,  Uoroovor  ho  used  tho  Pro- 
vinco  as  a  base  of  nis  tii.  lit  ary  operations  und  disturbed  tho  public 
order  in  lianrhouUao,  openly  essumirg  an  ai  ti  Uanchcukuo  and  anti-

Jape no so  attitude.  Once  ho  wus  informed  that  tho  atmesphoro  of  the 
loaguo  of  Nations  tocsins  uuf  c-re.ble  to  Je.panv  ho  aseuraod  ^n  anti- 
Ja pa nc so  attitude  nuoli  more  boldly  and  much  more  positively,  thus 
exposing  tho  inhabitants  of  the  Johoi  Province  to  extreme  impoverish¬ 
ment  anil  hardship*  uvU.J  r.t  last  the  Kwantnng  i.ray,  upon  consultation

It  is  a  patent  fact  Job.ci  Province  is  c  territory  of  hianchoukuo,  as 
you  know  frera  the  declaration  issued  upon  its  founding,  to  say  nothing 
of  the  historical  and  geographical  reasons.  Similar  to  all  past 
subjugations  of  baalits  in  other  parts  of  Uanchoukuo  this  is  nothing 
but  or.e  of  her  domestic  affairs.  The  subjugation  of

bandits  and  the  maintenance  of  publio  order  aro  invariably  im- 
porative  necessities  of  Manohoukuo  and  the  bounden  duties  of  the 
Kwantung  ^*rmy.  This,  however,  at  t.o  time,  provoked  mch  discussion 
in  one  part  of  the  world.  I  believe  it  ’./as  a  result  of  not  being 

well-inf orroed  as  to  the  realities  of  the  situation.

•/ith  Chiaqg  Kai-shek' 3  forces  going  up  to  the  north,  the 
situation  in  the  Peiping  Tientsin  area  was  completely  changed. 

Chang  Hsueh-liang's  retirement  was  rumoured,  and  all  generals  hare’

been  struggling  for  supremacy!  so-that  a  charge  in  tho  whole  situa¬ 
tion  is  expected.  The  Shanhsi  has  transferred  a  part  of  the 
forces  frea  Chang  chiakow  to  Tolun  and  is  threate ning  to  attack  the 
flank  of  Jehol  Province  with  tho  co-operation  of  the  retreating 
volunteer  troops.  But  1  believes  no  aggravation  of  the  situation 
would  ocour,  unless  the  Chinese  side  would  challenge  us  to  war 
purposely  and  I  pray  that  such  nay  never  bo  the  cose  for  the  peace 
in  the  Par  Past.
